The  heavy,  coarse,  long  needles  of  the 
Austrian  Pine  give  it  a  character  dis¬ 
tinct  from  other  trees.  The  color  is 
rich,  deep  green. 

In  old  trees  planted  in  the  open  ground, 
the  diameter  of  the  branch  spread  often 
nearly  equals  the  height  of  the  tree.  Its  an¬ 
nual  growth  under  favorable  conditions  will 
run  from  12  to  18  inches  or  more.  Plant 
with  plenty  of  room  and  sunny  location. 
The  heavy,  bushy  habit  of  growth  of  this 


tree  makes  it  a  great  favorite  for  screens, 
borders  and  similar  uses.

American  Hemlock 

OST  graceful  of  all  Evergreens”  is 
the  title  often  bestowed  on  the 
Hemlock.  The  common  shape  of 
the  tree  is  conical,  tapering  evenly  from  a 
broad  base  to  a  long  straight  thrifty  shoot. 
]\Iost  trees  have  a  single  main  stem,  but  low 
wide-spreading  trees  may  have  several  stems. 

When  planted  by  itself  in  the  open,  it  will 
develop  a  height  of  25  feet  or  more  Avith  a 
spread  of  l)ranches  10  or  12  feet  wide.  It 
likes  a  cool,  moist,  partially  shaded  spot, 
where  it  develops  rich,  dark  green  luxuriant 
foliage.  It  is  not  wise  to  plant  the  Hemlock 


in  open  dry  windswept  places.  It  likes  the 
north  side  of  buildings,  a  partially  shaded 
hillside  or  a  partly  protected  spot.  The 
needles  are  soft  and  delicate,  not  more  than 
to  y2  inch  long.  The  color  is  dark  green 
on  top,  glaucous  or  Avhitish  beneath. 

Because  of  its  flexible  branches,  it  can  be 
severely  trimmed,  Avhich  accounts  for  its 
being  used  in  foundation  groups  and  else- 
Avhere  in  small  spaces.

The  Redcedar  is  America’s  best 
advertised  Evergreen.  Nature 
planted  it  over  almost  all  the  North 
American  continent.  From  the  land  of 
snow  and  ice,  down  through  to  the  far 
South,  it  is  found  in  a  wild  state  in  one 
form  or  another — tall  and  narrow  trees, 
low  and  bushy  trees,  and  all  intermedi¬ 
ate  shapes  are  found  in  various  localities. 
The  type  shown  in  this  picture  is  the 
narrow,  compact,  pyramidal  type. 

As  winter  comes  on,  the  tips  of  the 
new  foliage  present  a  pinkish  appearance 
and  make  a  very  beautiful  picture.  The 
early  spring  color  is  very  bright  green, 
gradually  darkening  during  the  summer. 

Redcedar  often  grows  naturally  in 
gravelly  hillsides,  and  is  excellent  for 
planting  in  poor,  sandy  soils,  where  it 
has  plenty  of  circulation  of  air  and  sun¬ 
light. 

The  wood  of  Redcedar  is  an  important 
commercial  product.  It  is  especially 
noted  for  its  ability  to  resist  the  effects 
of  moisture.  It  is  also  notable  for  its 
fragrance,  which  helps  to  prevent  the 
attacks  of  moths  and,  in  consequence,  it 
is  much  used  for  closets  and  chests. 


The  tree  bears  bright  blue  and  silvery 
berries  which  are  a  great  attraction  to 
birds.

ONE  of  the  old,  familiar  Evergreens  which  has  been  in 
cultivation  for  ornamental  purposes  a  great  many  years. 
Very  formal  in  outline  and  invaluable  in  Italian  gardens 
or  where  architectural  features  are  to  be  strongly  emphasized. 
Foliage  glaucous  green.  Grows  six  to  eight  feet  in  height  and 
not  over  one  and  one-half  feet  in  diameter.

This  is  a  sea-shore  Juniper 
discovered  l)y  Sargent  in 
northern  Japan,  about 
1892.  It  forms  a  prostrate  mat, 
8  to  10  feet  across  when  fully 
developed,  but,  like  all  dwarf 
Evergreens,  may  be  kept  smaller 
by  trimming.  It  grows  only  a 
few  inches  in  height. 

In  order  to  produce  an  effect 
as  shown  in  the  picture,  a  num¬ 
ber  of  trees  must  be  grown  to¬ 
gether.  In  fact,  practically  all 
plantings  of  creeping  Ever¬ 
greens  should  have  not  less  than 
three  or  four  trees  set  quite 
close  together  so  as  to  give  a 
mat-like  appearance.  A  distance 
of  two  to  three  feet  apart  is  not 
too  close. 

This  is  a  rare  variety  of  dis¬ 
tinct  character,  which  will  help 
to  lift  your  Evergreen  planting 
out  of  the  commonplace.  It 
likes  plenty  of  sun.  Foliage  is 
bright  green.  An  extremely 
hardy  type  which  will  do  well 
in  poor  soil.

In  fact  the  trees 
shown  in  the  colored  picture,  which  are 
growing  on  our  nursery  grounds,  have  been 
kept  at  practically  the  same  size  for  nearly 
ten  years. 

It  is  very  useful  to  fill  in  at  the  base  of 


taller  growing  Evergreens,  good  for  founda¬ 
tion  groups,  for  terraces  and  for  rock  gar¬ 
dens.  It  is  of  particular  interest  in  this  way 
on  account  of  its  charming  and  unusual 
color. 

While  it  is  said  to  have  been  originally 
found  in  a  lot  of  Prostrate  Juniper  ( Junipe- 
rus  communis  depressa)  seedlings,  it  has 
none  of  the  characteristics  of  this  Intter 
varietv.

The  majority 
of  such  seedlings,  however,  turn  out  to  be 
green.  All  of  the  specimens  offered  below 
are  guaranteed  to  be  bright  blue  in  color  and 
good  symmetrical  form. 

It  should  be  pointed  out,  with  reference 
to  both  this  tree  and  the  Koster  Blue  Spruce, 
that  the  color  is  brightest  in  late  spring, 
when  the  new  growth  develops,  and  grad¬ 
ually  changes  during  the  season,  until  in  win¬ 
ter  only  a  slight  bluish  tint  remains.

This  tree  was  originated  in  Holland 
by  a  nurseryman  named  Koster.  The 
original  tree  was  an  extremely  bright 
and  attractive  specimen  of  the  Colorado 
Blue  Spruce.  These  trees  are  all  grown  by 
grafting,  which  insures  each  specimen  will 
be  a  bright  blue  one,  of  uniform  blue  color. 
The  shape  of  these  trees,  however,  when 
small  is  not  so  symmetrical  as  the  Colorado 
Blue  Spruce.  The  color  is  somewhat 
brighter  blue,  however. 

The  color  of  any  Blue  Spruce  is  the  same 
as  the  “bloom”  or  sheen  on  a  grape  or  plum. 
It  is  a  powdery  substance  that  may  be  wiped 
off  the  needles.  In  fact,  most  of  it  does 
come  off  during  the  winter  time  after  con¬ 
tinuous  rain  and  snow.  This  accounts  for 
the  lack  of  bright  blue  color  during  the 
winter  and  early  spring  months. 

All  Blue  Spruce  should  be  planted  as 
specimen  trees,  in  the  open  ground  away 
from  buildings,  where  they  will  have  full 
room  to  develop  into  specimens  of  rich, 
glistening,  beautiful  color  and  form.

ONE  of  the  most  interesting  oddities 
among  Evergreens.  It  is  of  ex¬ 
tremely  narrow,  pyramidal  growth, 
thickly  covered  with  short,  close  set  twiggy 
branches  and  clothed  in  grass  green  leaves. 
It  is  unlike  any  other  Evergreen,  both  in 
shape  and  general  ai3pearance  so  that  it 
always  attracts  attention. 

Its  annual  growth  is  only  one-half  inch 
to  one  inch  so  that  many  years  are  required 
to  raise  the  trees  in  the  nursery.  As  it 
must  be  grown  by  small  cuttings  or  grafts, 
at  least  ten  to  twelve  years’  growth  is 
represented  in  the  sizes  shown  here. 

Some  of  the  oldest  trees  in  the  countrj’’ 
are  said  to  be  about  five  feet  high,  still 
retaining  their  characteristic  habits. 

If  exposed  to  the  south,  this  little  tree 
may  be  burned  by  the  winter  sun  and 
winds.  It  is  advisable,  therefore,  to  shade 
it  toward  the  south  during  Avinter.  It  pre¬ 
fers  a  partially  shaded,  rather  moist  loca¬ 
tion,  and  winter  protection  is  then  unnec¬ 
essary.
